FIFTY ACKKS OF 
REFORESTED.

Most of the Tret's Are Pine of Some 


Variety and it J* Believed Tluil Most 
of Them 
Have Been Destroyed— 


Lands Owned by Oueoiila 
\Vttter 


Works Company—-Dozen Men Work 
for Hours to l*ut Out Fire. 
On Tuesday, a fire, caused doubtless 


by some careless person, swefct over 
some 50 acers of reforested Ufnds of 
the Oneonta Water Works company 
on tho BrlRtuman plot above the upper 
reservoir doing damage the full extent 
of which -will not be known until after 
it is ascertained to w hat extent the 
trees, which were largely pine of sev- 
eral species, have been killed. 
It is 


no doubt true that the larger part of 
the trees have been ruined. 


The trees had attained considerable 


gro\vth, some of them being six feet 
and doubtless the ave.age in the land 
burned over was fully four feet. 
Set 


only eight feet apart they had grown 
to such an extent that it was with 
difficulty that a person could, walk 
between them and then only by push- 
ing the branches away in many places. 


The cause of the fire is unknown 


but It is believed that it was caused 
by some careless person who was mov- 
ing about in that section. All of the 
residents in that section are much in- 
terested in the reforestation work and 
appreciate the value 
that the trees 


would be to the lands about after a 
few more years. 
It is not believed 


that any of them would have caused 
tho fire: 
It was discovered by one of the resi- 


dents nearby who did what he could 
alone and unaided. 
Before he left 


the house he arranged that his wife 
should ]>hone the officers of the com-

The Common Council, by reason of a 
certificate of necessity from the board 
of education, has called a special tax 
election for May 1" for the purpose of 
enabling the qualified voters ot the city 
to vote upon ih«* proposition! to pro- 
vide for additional school accommo- 
dations in the sixth ward by pu-ehas- 
ing a lot on Mitchell street and erect- 
Inn thereon a modern brick structure 
containing six class rooms and an au- 
ditorium and gymnasium. 
The eloc- 


i.s held at the Municipal hall between 
the hours of 'J a. m. and 
4 p. in. 


The school buiiuins at ihe corner 


of liiver street 
and Fo:i'!;i avenue, 


erected in 
1S1I1', contained but 
four 


rooms. Ten years ago. two additional 
rooms were provided by building au 
annex upon the west side of the ori- 
ginal structure- 
When completed In 


1912, the entire building dM not ac- 
commodate more than 250 pupils, and 
by 1917. it had proved to be inadequate, 
to the needs of the 
ward. The rising 


cost of buildiiJK materials, the scarc- 
ity of labor, and the inability to nego- 
tiate the sale of bonds during the war 
tended to prevent the adoption by the 
city of a building; program of any kind, 
and as a result, the sixth ward is now 
found to contain more than f i U U pupils, 
the majority of whom are now being 
taught at the Academy and Chestnut 
street schools. 
Xot only is this the 


case, but it is also to be noted that the 
majority of the pupils in attendance 
at the River street school are upon a 
part-time program. Children who en- 
tered lirst grade at the River Street 
rfchool in September. 
11MS. an<; who 


have continued in school at that build" 
ing. 
have never had u full day's in- 


struction during 
their school 
life. 


Kindergarten, first, second and third 
grades are all on part-time at River 
street, and the fourth grade will go 
on the same program next September. 


It has been suggested that a build- 


ing should be erected a-, the corner 
of River street and Fonda avenue. To 
scrap the River street building would 
mean to lose the use of a six room 
building that has at least ten yeans' 
serviceability left. 
To build an addi- 


tion as large a.s the main structure 
would give the whole building an 1111- 
gainly appearance, and furthermore, 
would not provide sufficient accommo- 
dation to relieve part-time attendance. 


On the other hand, the proposed 


school at Mitchell street will, if erec- 
ted, enable all the children'of the sixth 
ward below the seventh grade to at- 
tend school within a short distance ot 
their homes; will once more allow 
the Chestnut Street school to use its 
auditorium for the purpose for which 
it was intended (it is now used as an 
overflow room by children from tho 
River street section); and will furnish 
a seat for every child who will proper- 
ly ,'ittend there- The grounds adjacent 
to tho proposed school are well drain- 
ed, far above high water level, and 
entirely adequate for outdoor sports 
and physical training' activities.

The possession of nets 
prohibited 


by law by any person on or within 
one-half mile of any waters of the 
state is a misdemeanor.

County clerks are permitted to re-
